Jobs threat as council 
looks to save £100m

HUNDREDS look set to lose their 
jobs at the county council in the 
next four years in a bid to save 
£100million. 

Cllr Jim Harker, leader of 
Northamptonshire County Council, 
announced on Tuesday that a major 
shake-up of the administration will 
see the authority face its ‘biggest 
ever challenge.’ 

Services may be passed down to 
borough, town and parish councils 
in a bid to cut costs, as well as selling 
council buildings. 

However, Cllr Harker also con¬ 
firmed that staff was the biggest cost 
to the council and that jobs will 
have to be cut in a bid to save 
money. 

The council employs 21,000 peo¬ 
ple, but has shed around 2,000 jobs 
in the last four years. 

Cllr Harker said: “Staff and pay are 
the biggest expenditure that the 
council has. In four years, we have 
reduced the workforce by around 
2,000, but this cut will be significant. 

“We cannot put a number on the 
amount yet - we will have to wait for 
the budget announcement next 
week. 

“We will not change our aspiration 
to become one of the best perform¬ 
ing councils in the country and by 
facing up to these challenges in the 
right way, we will put ourselves on 
the right road.” 

Cllr Harker also said that a one per 


cent rise in council tax would raise 
just £2.2 million for the authority. 

Leader of the opposition, Lib Dem 
Cllr Brendan Glynane believes that 
the announcement will leave us 
with ‘hard times to look forward to.’ 

He said: “I have to ask where the 
county council has been for the last 
year. In October 2008, Northern 
Rock collapsed and started this 
recession - this document is a year 
too late and should have been in 
place a long time ago. 

“The budget next week will see the 
council trying to save £25-30 million 
and I fear the vulnerable people 
who need our help will be the ones 
that suffer.” 

Independent councillor Tony 
Clarke feels the Conservative group 
have brought the problems on 
themselves. 

He said: “We have seen the disaster 
surrounding selling school sites and 
the Carillion deal collapse, and the 
costs of that are unknown. 

“There is a massive issue in terms 
of the overspend in the budget, but 
they cannot cut spending there. 

“I am sure the Tories were told that 
they could put a positive spin on 
this, but their manifesto was of 
small local government spending 
less on services and this is what they 
are delivering.”

Parking fines rake 
in more than Elm

FORTY thousand parking tick¬ 
ets were handed out in a year by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

An investigation by the Tax 
Payers’ Alliance revealed that 
the county council made more 
than £1,083,355 between April 
2008 and March 2009, around 
£2.50 per resident in 
Northamptonshire. 

The figure, however, is 
£150,000 less than those for the 
previous year. 

Councils in the UK and Ireland 
earned £328 million from park¬ 
ing fines in the last 12 months, 
showing a 16 per cent decrease 
on the previous year. 

The county council has said 
that parking fines are not a 
money-making scheme, 

because the money raised goes 
straight back into the service 
rather than into council coffers. 

A spokesman for 

Northamptonshire County 



Council said: “Effective enforce¬ 
ment of parking restrictions is 
important for both safety and 
traffic congestion reasons. 

“It helps keep traffic moving, 


reduces dangerous and anti¬ 
social parking and improves 
access for emergency vehicles 
and public transport. The fig¬ 
ures for Northamptonshire are 
similar to other comparable 
counties. 

“The number of tickets and 
fines given out has fallen in the 
past year, which is good news, as 
it shows that our parking poli¬ 
cies are working and people are 
following the rules.” 

The council also confirmed 
that the 40 wardens in the coun¬ 
ty were not paid extra as an 
incentive to fine illegal parkers. 

Peter Roberts, chief executive 
at the Drivers’ Alliance, said: 
“Parking enforcement has 
become a massive money mak¬ 
ing industry and we are seeing 
unscrupulous and target driven 
enforcement of parking laws 
where the penalties far outweigh 
the offence. 

“This report shows that some 
local authorities are treating 
drivers unfairly and cashing in 
on parking fines.”

The second incident happened at about 8.45pm 
on Friday in Mounthill Avenue, Old Stratford. 

A man knocked at the door of an 83-year-old 
woman and when she opened it he forced his way 
in and stole a small amount of cash and two neck¬ 
laces. 

The woman was not injured during the burglary 
but was shaken.

Boss sure circuit 
will host the GP

A NEW deal to save the British 
Grand Prix is days away from 
being signed, according to 
Silverstone’s Richard Phillips. 

After Donington lost the rights 
to host the race last month, FI 
chief Bernie Ecclestone imposed 
a deadline of Wednesday, 
December 9 for Silverstone to 
sign a revised contract to host it. 

Mr Phillips, managing director 
of Silverstone Circuits, believes 
that the race will continue to be 
held in Northamptonshire next 
year. 

He said: “I don’t think there are 
any real stumbling blocks, we’re 
going through the last details of 
the deal. 

“I’m pretty convinced that it 
will be run at Silverstone next 
year. 

“There is a lot of detail to go 
through, so if you make a mis¬ 
take, there’s a long time to 
repent,” he added. 

“You can come to high level 
agreements quickly but the devil 
is in the detail. We’re very, very 
close. 

“We certainly would like the 
contract to be for more than ten 
years - that’s the minimum.” 

A delegation from Westminster 
visited the circuit on Monday as 
guests of Northampton South 
MP Brian Binley, in his role as 
Chairman of Business, 
Innovation and Skills commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr Binley said: “I am delighted 
to welcome the BIS committee 
to Northamptonshire. There are 
many businesses operating 
within the motorsport industry 
and it is vital that we show our 



support to them at what is a dif¬ 
ficult time for business. 

“We also need to gain a greater 
understanding of an industry 
which employs so many people 
and is so vital to the economy.” 

Andrea Leadsom, the 
Conservative parliamentary 
candidate for South Northants, 
also backed the circuit’s plans to 
keep the Grand Prix. 

She said: “Everyone agrees that 
keeping the Grand Prix at 
Silverstone is vital for the local 
economy as well as for Britain. 

“Not having a Grand Prix at 
Silverstone would be like not 
holding the FA Cup Final at 
Wembley. There is overwhelm¬ 
ing support for a Grand Prix at 
Silverstone from fans, drivers 
and teams. 

“From every perspective the 
argument for retaining the 
Grand Prix at Silverstone is over¬ 
whelming and I hope the dele¬ 
gation will influence Mr 
Ecclestone to reach the right 
decision for Great Britain and 
for Northamptonshire.”

Police raid 41 properties for suspected stolen goods 


NINETEEN people were arrest¬ 
ed across the county as part of 
Operation Guardian. 

The dawn raid warrants oper¬ 
ation on Thursday, November 
19 targeted suspected stolen 
goods handlers at addresses in 
Northampton, Wellingborough, 
Daventry and Kettering as part 
of the forcewide crackdown on 
robbery, house burglary and 
vehicle crime. 

Forty-one search warrants 
were executed, looking for 
stolen property or drugs. 

A police spokesman said: “Of 
the 19 arrests, the majority 
were released on police bail 
pending further enquiries. One 


man has already been recalled 
to prison. 

“Officers seized a range of 
property, mainly electrical 
goods and small quantities of 
cannabis and suspected Class A 
drugs. 

“Nine mobile phones and 1.5 
tonnes of stolen cable were 
taken from one address. Cash 
seizures of several thousands of 
pounds will be considered 
under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. 

“And two hydroponic sets 
(cannabis factories) were found 
in houses, one in Northampton 
and one in Wellingborough. 

“Several second-hand dealers 


were also visited by police as 
part of a high-visibility opera¬ 
tion, which involved more than 
100 officers.” 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Martin lelley, the commander 
for Operation Guardian, said: “I 
am very enthusiastic about the 
operation which will gain fur¬ 
ther momentum over coming 
weeks.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Ian 
Meagher, who led the warrants 
operation, added: “This is the 
first of several planned impact 
days around those who commit 
serious acquisitive crime like 
robbery, house burglary and 
vehicle crime.”

THE first late-night closure of Bridge Street will go 
ahead this weekend.

These are all busy, well-lit and convenient places 
to stop that are covered by CCTV and will have 
occasional police patrols. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry of Northampton Borough 
Council said: “We have been listening to comments 
from businesses and members of the public as we 
have gone through the planning of this closure and 
we are looking forward to hearing what they have 
to say when it is in action. 

“The closure will be monitored each week and a 
public meeting will be held in the Guildhall at 
6.30pm on Wednesday, January 27 where there will 
be an opportunity for everyone to air their views.” 

After the experimental road closure order has 
been put in place, people will also have a six-month 
period in which to make formal objections in 
writing to Northamptonshire County Council.

Revised agreement 
has new clauses 


COUNCIL tenants in Northampton are being 
invited to have their say on proposed 
changes to their housing tenancy agreement.

Existing clauses being updated include 
what to do if tenants are having a problem 
with anti-social behaviour and harassment 
as well as rules on parking and car repairs. 

Details on all of the proposed changes will 
be available for tenants to view and comment 
on at the drop-in session. 

Lesley Wearing, director of housing, said: “It 
has been several years since the agreement 
was last updated. Since then there have been 
significant changes in the law that need to be 
reflected in our tenancy agreement. 

“We have also taken this as an opportunity 
to review other clauses and make sure that 
they are clearly written.” 

The council is keen to hear what tenants 
think about the changes and whether they 
are written clearly enough. 

The drop-in session is at the Guildhall on 
Wednesday, December 9 from 5.30pm to 
7.30pm.

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Police bosses defend opposed plan 


A STATEMENT has been released by 
police officials after controversial plans 
for a new justice centre near 
Hardingstone were given the go-ahead. 

West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation’s (WNDC) planning 
committee approved the proposals last 
Tuesday, despite protests from nearby 
residents worried about an increase in 
crime in the area. 

Northamptonshire Police Chief 
Constable Adrian Lee and Deirdre 
Newham, Chair of Northamptonshire 
Police Authority have released a joint 
statement about the centre. 

The statement reads: ‘We are pleased 
that the West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation (WNDC) 
has approved the planning application 
for a new Criminal Justice Centre in 
Pavilion Drive on Northampton 
Business Park, Brackmills. 

‘The new centre will comprise a 50- 
cell custody suite and office accommo¬ 
dation for police officers and staff. 

‘It will serve Northampton, Daventry 
and South Northamptonshire and is 
urgently needed to replace existing cell 
facilities at Campbell Square and 
Weston Favell police stations that no 
longer meet current Home Office 
requirements or the standards expect¬ 
ed by the Health and Safety Executive. 

‘The new custody facilities are also 


needed to ensure sufficient capacity to 
cope with the projected population 
growth in the West Northamptonshire 
area, they will bring together, in one 
central location, the officers and staff 
directly involved in custody, investiga¬ 
tion and related criminal justice 
processes. 

‘It will allow us to make more efficient 
use of our policing resources, with offi¬ 
cers able to return to patrol and 
response duties more promptly, help¬ 
ing to satisfy public demand for more 
visible policing and prompt emergency 
response. 

‘We understand the concerns of local 
businesses and residents and are com¬ 
mitted to working with them to ensure 
that, during the development phase of 
the building and during its use in the 
future, their legitimate concerns are 
addressed by us. 

‘We are accountable to local people 
who must have trust and confidence in 
the policing service we provide. We will 
continue to work with our stakeholders 
to address their concerns and deliver 
the high quality of policing service they 
expect and deserve.’

Centre evacuated 
after bomb threat

A HOAX bomb call meant one of 
Northampton’s shopping cen¬ 
tres had to close during part of 
lunchtime on Monday. 

Police said a 999 call was made 
about Weston Favell Shopping 
Centre, during which the caller 
stated that ‘there is a bomb in the 
building’. 

As a safety precaution the cen¬ 
tre was evacuated and a 50 metre 
cordon placed around it, while 
officers and specially trained 
dogs conducted their investiga¬ 
tions. 

Nothing suspicous was found 
and the centre re-opened at 
1.30pm. 

Officers are currently investi¬ 
gating the source of the hoax call. 

Inspector Sarah Johnson, who 
led the response to the incident, 
said: “We took the decision to 
evacuate the centre as public 
safety is paramount. 

“Following our investigations 
we are treating this incident as a 
hoax bomb threat. 

“We do not tolerate hoax calls of 
this nature and will use all neces-

sary means to catch and prose¬ 
cute those individuals involved. 

“A hoax threat not only causes 
massive disruption and fianncial 
loss for businesses, but it also 
causes unnecessary distress and 
inconvenience to the public and 
detracts police resources from 
other emergencies that may 
occur. 

“The hoax call was made from a 
payphone at 10.56am in the 
upper mall of Weston Favell 


Centre, in the walkway between 
the library and New Look, lead¬ 
ing to the Lings Forum Centre. 

“We are appealing to anyone 
who may have been shopping in 
the area at the time and may have 
seen something to come forward. 
Or anyone who knows the identi¬ 
ty of the male caller to contact 
us.”

Deadline looms to return your electoral forms 

NEARLY 14,000 homes are still not on the electoral 
register. 

Canvassers calling at houses for confirmation about who 
lives at the property are in their last few days of collecting 
information for the 2009/10 register. 

If nobody is at home on the second visit, the canvasser 
will post the final reminder through the door. 

In the borough of Northampton there are 95,000 
properties, which the council must confirm occupants for 
in order to make up the electoral register for December 1 
each year. 

Although no elections are currently scheduled, a general 
election must be held by lune 2010 and could be called at 
any time. 

If you are one of the 13,800 households to still register, 
you only have until tomorrow to return the form, 
telephone the automated system or confirm your details 
online. 

Registering to vote doesn’t mean you have to but it 
means you can if you want. 

If people are not on the electoral register they are losing 
out on their right to have their say in a general election or 
any other vote. 

New place chosen for social housing to be built 

A SECOND location has been identified to build family¬ 
sized social housing in Northampton. 

The borough council submitted a second bid to the 
government’s Homes and Communities Agency for 
funding to build six new homes at the end of last month, 
following the news it had already secured £450,000 to 
build eight homes in Woodside Way in Kings Heath. 

Initially, it had hoped to build the additional six homes 
on Bondfield Avenue garage site in Kingsthorpe, subject to 
local support and land surveys. 

But a land survey revealed it is not suitable for housing 
because of two main sewer pipes that run underneath. 

Another suitable location has now been identified - open 
space on Newnham Road. 

The council will consult residents on what can be done to 
improve the Bondfield Avenue garage site and also canvas 
opinion on Newnham Road. It will find out in December if 
the bid has been successful.

FOSTER carers are urgently 
needed in Northamptonshire as 
the service is currently facing a 
crisis. 

In the last year, the number of 
children needing somewhere to 
stay has increased from 593 to 
just under 700. 

Paul Burnett, director for chil¬ 
dren and young people at the 
county council, said: “The major¬ 
ity of children and young people 
who we take into care have come 
from chaotic homes and been 
exposed to abuse and neglect. 

“They desperately need securi¬ 
ty, a loving family and a place they 
can call home. 

“We need people in Northam¬ 
ptonshire to think about these 
children and young people and 
whether they could offer them a 
better future by becoming a foster 
carer.” 

The county council currently 
has 175 fostering households but 
needs to recruit dozens more. 

There are different types of fos¬ 
tering, including emergency, 
short-term and permanence. 

Foster carers are paid an 
allowance and a further payment 
which increases as their skills 
increase. 



Cabinet member for children 
and young people Cllr Andrew 
Grant said: “The county council 
has appealed on a number of 
occasions for foster carers but 
this time is different as we face a 
real shortage. 

“We need as many people as 
possible to think about becoming 
a foster carer and giving these 


children a better life. The more 
foster carers we have the more we 
are able to place a child with a 
carer who is most suitable to a 
child’s needs. 

“The more foster carers we 
have, the more likely we are able 
to place a child in this county 
rather then placing them with a 
foster carer in another county. 

“Anyone over 21 can foster and 
can come from a variety of differ¬ 
ent backgrounds. 

“All we ask is that people are 
committed, have the appropriate 
accommodation and are willing 
to take on this challenging but 
fulfilling role.” 

The county council was recently 
praised by Ofsted which com¬ 
mented about its “child-centred 
work with a clear focus on the 
protection of children is carried 
out well”.

FOR one Northamptonshire teenage 
singing sensation 2009 has been a 
whirlwind. 

Faryl Smith is set to release her second 
album of the year called Wonderland on 
Monday 

The 14-year-old from Kettering was 
lifted into the musical stratosphere after 
she appeared on Britain’s Got Talent 
where judge Simon Cowell dubbed her 
as ‘one in a million’. 

Despite not winning the competition, 
she did secure a £2.3 million recording 
contract with Universal Music. 

In March, her debut album, Faryl, was 
released and reached number four in 
the charts in Britain and number 31 in 
the USA. 

The success of her first album was 
backed by the fact her profile had been 
given a massive boost from Britain’s Got 
Talent and people knew about her. 

But this time Wonderland has got to 
succeed on the musical talent of Faryl, it 
is time for her, as she said, to stand on 
her own two feet. 

Reflecting on the past 12 months, she 
said: “2009 has been a bit of a whirlwind 
but it has been 
exciting. 

“I released my 
first album and 
didn’t know 
what to expect 
and now I have 
another album 
out this time for 
Christmas. 

“I recorded it 
in the summer 
holidays and it 
was a bit strange 
to be singing 
Christmas 
-FarylSmith songs in the 
summer. 

“But I made sure I had a proper sum¬ 
mer holiday.” 

While some may dislike or are getting 
tired of the reality television shows like 
The X Factor, Faryl sees them as having 
an important and entertaining place to 
play in viewers’ lives and those who 
compete in them. 

She said: “I think they are great. Some 
people do not watch them but I think 
they do as everybody talks about them. 

“For the first album I had the platform 
given to me by Britain’s Got Talent but 
for this one I am on my own. 

“With Wonderland I tried to show a bit 
of variety and I think there is something 
for everyone. There is some opera plus a 
song - Close To You - by the Carpenters. 

“From my own perspective I did not 
notice a lot of change but my singing 
coach has been pushing me to push 
myself a bit more. 

“I think my vocal range is generally 
improving. 

“The songs on the first album I chose 
because they were ones I liked singing 
but these have a bit more variety.” 

One of the people who gave Faryl a lot 
of advice and help has been mezzo- 
soprano Katherine Jenkins.

Understanding same-sex accommodation 
in Northamptonshire 


Going into hospital can be a difficult time 
and the last thing most people want to 
worry about is having to share sleeping 
areas or toilets and bathrooms with the 
opposite sex. 

This is why accommodation in 
Northamptonshire NHS hospitals has been 
dramatically improved to ensure that only 
patients and service users of the same sex 
share sleeping, toilet and washing 
facilities. This is called same-sex 
accommodation: 


What exactly is same-sex 
accommodation? 

Same-sex accommodation is sleeping areas, toilets and 
washing facilities which are designated as either 
men-only or women-only. This means that men and 
women shouldn’t be in beds next to or opposite each 
other. Toilets should be clearly labelled for men’s or 
women’s use and patients should not need to pass 
through the same room as patients of the opposite sex to 
use these facilities. 

Does same-sex accommodation mean 
wards for men or women only? 

Some of the newer hospitals have been able to provide 
same-sex accommodation more easily by having single 


rooms for patients. However due to the way some of the 
older hospitals were designed when they were built it is 
sometimes difficult to have whole wards for men and 
women. However, dedicated bays or rooms for men or 
women only within that ward means that patients 
shouldn’t share bays or rooms with a patient of the 
opposite sex for the duration of their stay. 

Why is same-sex accommodation so 
important? 

A recent independent poll of people in the East Midlands 
showed that 80 percent feel it’s important to have 
same-sex accommodation. Further research has shown 
that when patients share sleeping or toilet facilities with 
the opposite sex they feel it compromises their privacy 


and dignity at a time when they already feel vulnerable. 
Patient experience of their care is as important to the NHS 
as excellent clinical treatment which is why £8.4million 
has been invested in improvements to accommodation 
in the last six months. 

What can 1 do to find out if 1 will be 
cared for in same-sex accommodation? 

If you’re about to be admitted to hospital and you want to 
confirm that your accommodation will be same-sex, 
please call the hospital’s admissions department or ask 
a member of staff.

Northampton’s views on 
same-sex accommodation 


Same-sex accommodation in hospitals is where specific sleeping areas and toilet and washing facilities are 
designated as either men-only or women-only. As part of an ongoing commitment to providing excellent levels 
of privacy and dignity for patients, the local NHS has recently invested in further developing its provision of 
same-sex accommodation throughout the East Midlands. Here, we take to the streets of Northampton to find out 
what local residents think about same-sex accommodation and these changes. 



stay at home mum 


I hate the thought of strange men seeing me 
in my nightwear, I’d feel so uncomfortable. I 
wouldn’t want to share washing facilities 
with the opposite sex either, it would be 
embarrassing and I wouldn’t be able to relax. 
I think same-sex accommodation gives 
patients a higher level of privacy and dignity, 
which becomes increasingly important as 
we get older. I’ve seen the new signs at 
Northampton General Hospital so I know 
there are same-sex bays in the hospital, 
which is excellent and puts my mind at rest 
completely. 



Peter Dhari, 55, Builder 

Probably as I get older I’d prefer to be in bay 
with only men, as I’d want more privacy, and 
it wouldn’t be very comfortable for ladies to 
have to share washing facilities with an older 
gentleman. Family is really important to me 
and if I had an older relative going into 
hospital, I’d feel much more comfortable 
knowing they wouldn’t be sleeping next to a 
member of the opposite sex - that just 
wouldn’t be right. 



Jules Stancombe, 36, 
market trader 

If I was seriously ill then I’d be more 
concerned with getting well, than whether I 
was in a same-sex bay or not. However, II 
can completely understand why same-sex 
accommodation would be a primary 
concern for the elderly; 
it would be far more dignified for them to be 
in a bed next to a member of the same sex. 
If a patient feels safe and secure during their 
time in hospital, this could really help speed 
up their recovery. 


Mr Shelvey, 72, 
market trader 

I’m aware of same-sex accommodation in 
hospitals but it’s not something I’d be 
particularly worried about, I think it would be 
of greater to concern to women, and 
understandably so. It’s important that 
women have separate toilet and washing 
facilities to men - this can save 
embarrassment on both sides and it’s 
important for everyone’s dignity. 

If my wife was in hospital, I’d feel much 
more reassured if she was in a same-sex 
bay, and I’m sure it would give her greater 
peace of mind too, plus she’d be able to chat 
to the other women. She’d feel far less 
vulnerable and would be more relaxed 
knowing that a strange man wouldn’t be 


wandering around near her bed at night. The 
more comfortable people feel, the better, 
because being ill and going into hospital isn’t 
what anyone would want to do. 



Without a doubt I’d want to be in a same-sex 
bay if was going into hospital. I wouldn’t feel 
at all comfortable sleeping next to a man I 
didn’t know and I certainly wouldn’t want to 
share toilet or washing facilities with other 
men - that would be awful. 

My elderly nan was in Northampton General 
Hospital and she stayed in a same-sex bay. 
This made her feel so much more 
comfortable and I felt more relieved too. 
When she was admitted to hospital she felt 
really vulnerable, and I know if she’d had to 
share a bay with men, it would have been a 
frightening experience for her. 



Sian Eames, 25, hotel worker 

Having experienced sharing a bay with the 
opposite sex I now realise just how 


important same-sex accommodation is. I’d 
have felt so much more relaxed and had a 
lot more privacy had I been in a bay with 
ladies and had separate washing facilities 
from the men. I think the NHS has a 
responsibility to respect privacy and dignity 
and provide same-sex accommodation for 
patients. 


The NHS Constitution, for the first time, brings together in one place the NHS’ 
principles and values, and the rights and responsibilities of patients, the public 
and staff. 

Same-sex accommodation helps deliver one of 25 patient rights, the right to be treated 
with dignity and respect.

ROTARIANS are helping to save 
lives abroad by raising money for 
Shelter Boxes. 

The appeal is an international 
disaster relief charity which deliv¬ 
ers emergency shelter, warmth 
and dignity to people affected by 
disaster worldwide. 

Each box provides a tent, mos¬ 
quito nets, blankets, a multi- 
fuelled stove, water purification 
kit, tools and other necessities to 
help a family of ten survive for six 
months. 

The Mayor and Mayoress of 
Northampton attended a fund 
raising dinner, organised by the 
Rotary Club of Northampton 
Becket earlier this month.

Put your safety first 


WORKING with the AA, its roadside assistance partner, 
Ford has outlined key ways to address potential hazards 
with this week being National Road Safety Week. 

“Young drivers are more at risk of getting into difficult sit¬ 
uations,” said Andy Barratt, Ford customer service director. 

“Pressures on young people’s finances can mean skimping 
on essential servicing, care and maintenance. This can be 
dangerous, especially as their vehicles are likely to be 
older.” 

Ford is highlighting the need for owners of older vehicles 
to maintain service schedules as they would with a brand 
new car. 

For National Road Safety Week, the AA researched its prin¬ 
cipal area of concern, tyres. 

“The one component connecting car to the road are its 
tyres and 45 per cent of UK motorists don’t know the mini¬ 
mum legal tread depth for tyres which is a total of nearly 17 


million people,” said Andrew Howard, the AA’s head of road 
safety. 

“To drive safely, you need the right tyres in good condi¬ 
tion, as they affect the steering, braking and acceleration of 
your vehicle particularly at this time of year. 

“On a wet road, worn tyres can mean braking distances 
increase by up to 70 per cent.” 

Latest figures show that two per cent of all fatal accidents 
were caused by illegal, defective or under-inflated tyres. 

“It is a legal requirement to ensure that the tread on your 
tyres has not worn below 1.6mm, that there is no mixing of 
radial or cross-ply tyres and that tyres are correctly inflated 
without any structural damage,” said Mr Howard. “Any one 
of these faults not only endangers the driver, passengers 
and other road users, but can also incur substantial fines 
and points on your licence - all more reasons to check your 
tyres regularly.” 


Be clearly seen this winter 

MAKE sure you can see and be seen this autumn - that’s the 
message to road users from Auto Windscreens. 

It is advising motorists to ensure they clear their vehicle’s 
windows completely before setting off on their journey, or risk 
falling foul of the law which dictates that ‘windscreens and win¬ 
dows must be kept clean and free from obstructions to vision’. 

Failing to clear windows properly could lead to a fixed penalty 
fine of up to £2,500, three penalty points or even disqualification 
if the offence is committed within three years of a previous con¬ 
viction for the same offence. 

Causing a fatal smash as a result of driving with dirty glass 
could result in a 14 year prison sentence and an unlimited fine. 

Auto Windscreens sales and marketing director, Nigel Davies, 
said: “Our experience is that motorists tend to be complacent 
about ensuring good visibility which means that the windscreen 
is often an after-thought, or is totally forgotten when it comes to 
car maintenance. 

“Make it a priority. Ensuring you, your windscreen and car are 
in good health this autumn could save your life and avoid you 
endangering the life of other road users.”

Ugo Monye was finally put out of his 
misery and moved back to the wing for 
England’s defeat to New Zealand last 
Saturday. Fellow wide player Mark Cueto 
took the full back role, while utility back 
Matt Tait was in the squad as cover. 

The Northampton man was again 
overlooked despite being a member of 
the Elite Playing Squad, and remains with 
the solitary cap gained as a replacement 
scrum half against Italy in February. 

“I had to make the decision whether I 
was going to play full back or scrum half 
and I think the higher up you go, the 
more you need to be a specialist playing 
in that position week in, week out,” said 
Foden. 

“You saw that Ugo didn’t perform to the 
best but some players have those games 
and that just happens. Another day he 


might have caught all those high balls 
and scored three tries, you just don’t 
know. 

“He was very unlucky that day but I 
think it is important that they get 
specialists playing in that position, 
perhaps someone like myself or Delon 
Armitage, who is playing week in, week 
out and the little things that we bring to 
the game are crucial.” 

Foden produced another fine 
performance in the Saints’ 26-17 win over 
Harlequins, coping well with the high ball 
in the wet and windy conditions, and 
while disappointed to be out of the 
national set-up he is glad to be back with 
the club. 

The 24-year-old said: “If the team is 
playing well, then I’m playing well as an 
individual and I’m going to be in 
amongst it, and pushing for that place 
with England. 

“But I love coming back to Franklin’s 
Gardens, playing the game here and 
being with a team that wants to play a 
flowing game of rugby. 

“We’ve got the right coaches behind us 
who encourage us to play this flowing 
game, taking people on and throwing the 
ball around. 

“It drives me on, and I want to come 


back and perform well for Northampton 
to keep sticking my hand up for selection. 

“I’m very disappointed not to be 
involved, I feel that I’ve been playing well 
enough to be, but with Delon getting fit 
and probably being ready for the Six 
Nations I’ll have a tough task ahead of 
me. 

“I’m looking forward to it, I wouldn’t be 
a professional sportsman if I didn’t enjoy 
the task of proving people wrong and 
sticking with it.” 

Foden was originally called up to the 
England side for the end of year tests, but 
was released from the squad before the 
opener against Australia. 

He was also left frustrated by the lack of 
input from the coaching staff, saying: 
“One of my criticisms of my time with the 
coaching staff in the Autumn 
Internationals is that they didn’t really 
give me that much feedback. 

“I just feel I need to keep doing what I’m 
doing, maybe clean up my game a little 
bit. I’m still pretty young and fresh to the 
position of full back, I’m doing a lot of 
work with Paul Grayson on my kicking 
and my positioning. 

“The little things will keep getting better 
and better so hopefully I can keep 
improving as a player.”
